F. C. Selocs and 3Ir. Dawson are en- 
gaged iu building forts designed to pro- 
tect the road running southward to 
Mango and JIafekiug. This is made 110?- 
essary by the constant encroachment oi 
i,tne Mutabolos ou the positions to tha 
southward of the towu. The occasional 
attacks which have been made upon 
iheir lines, while they have resulted iu 
a wholesale slaughter of the native:;, 
have apparently made 110 impression on 
their spiri|. 


They have not beou dislodged from 


their positions and it is felt to'be pretty 
certain that if they were to secure posi- 
tions commanding the Maugrn-o road it 
would he almost impossible to dislodge 
them. Their requirements in the mak- 
ing of entrenchments and breastworks 
would stand them in good stead iu cut- 
ting off comomnicatiou between Bnln- 
v/uyo and the south. The ilatubele to 
the west of the town have been heavily 
reinforced from tho southwest, a region 
which hsis been regarded «s fricudlv to 
the whites. 


It has been learned in Bnlawayo that 


rfie native god Mlimo has promised the 
Muiabeles (through what medium is not 
known) that all the horses in Buluwayo 
•will be killed. A mr.tabele spy has bom 
caught attempting to enter tho laager. 
It U supposed that his intention was to 
hamstring the horses iu accordance 
with Mlimo's promise.

NORFOLK, April i'9. — "While the Old 


Dominion steamer AYyauoko was mak- 
ing for the Newport News pier she 
struck the prow of the United States 
steamship Columbia, lying at anchor, 
and had a hole out in the forward part 
of her starboard side and sank in about 
» quarter of an hour in HO feet of water. 
All of the Wyanotc's passengers and 
ITOW w£ro saved, but the baggage is all 
lost, and probably the cargo also. 


Two firemen were badly scalded, but 


beyond this no further injuries arc re- 
ported. 


Tho Colxtrnbia was anchored very near 


tiie pier and was not seen from the 
"Wyaiiokc on account of the brilliancy 
of the electric lights on the

The regulation referred to by Admiral 


Enncft is that requiring a snrv<5V to be 
made by a sjjecial l>oard of oliitvrs im- 
mediately after an amdeur, to ascfriaizi 
the extent of the injuries snstiiiued by 
the naval vessel, and "what repairs nrt- 
necessary. It is believed that in this 
ease there can be little doobt that the 
blame muss rest upon the officers of the 
Wyauoke, unless it cau be shown that 
the Columbia was authored in a danger- 
ous position and failed to exhibit the 
lights indicating that she lay at anchor. 


Thfc naval vessel undoubtedly was 


very lucky in coming out of the collision 
as well as she did. She is a triple-screw 
cruiser of 7,375 tons burden, and next to 
tho Minneapolis, her sister ship, the 
fleetest cruiser in the United States 
navy, or, indeed, the world. 


There were ou board the "Wyanoke 


JOT passengers, and the crew numbered 
4:4. Of the 77 steerage passengers some 
may have been drowned. - 


The passengers warmly praise the 


conduct of the officers during the ex- 
citement. Captain Jenny and Purser 
Bnrdette were last to leave the sinking 
vessel, and were compelled to jumn 
overboard in order to prevent being car- 
ried down -with the wreckage. The 
commander of the Columbia has ap- 
pointed a board of investigation, to de- 
termine how lar the naval officers are 
responsible for the accident. It is now 
at work behind closed-doors.

IN HAVANA. 


Dynamite Kacplosion In the Palace of tlia 


Governor General. 


HAVANA, April 20. — An eiplosiou, be- 


lieved to he due to dynamite or some 
other explosive, occurred in the palace 
of the governor general at 1] :30 a. m, 
The detonation was sharp and the build- 
ing was soon partly filled with dust, 
•vrhile the noise of hreaking glass and 
falling plaster could be heard on all 
sides. Part of the roof of the palace 
fell in. 


The explosion occurred in a closet sit- 


uated in a, low story or basement tinder 
the city hall, which part of the building 
it converted into a heap of rubbish. The 
walls were torn, great stones fell, and a 
printer belonging to the captain gener- 
al's office was wounded. It was at first 
believed that the steam boiler had ex- 
ploded, fcut when ifc was found re b,~ in- 
tact it was suspected that the destruc- 
tion was caused by dynamite. The real 
cause of. the disaster, however, is not 
known. The greatest; excitement pre- 
vails ns a result of the explosion, which 
naturally is attributed to the insur- 
gents or their friends.

The method u« ^ u»<\l in applying a 


fertilizer dt-jx-nUs primarily up»u ihf 
cffici^uty with which tbf coa«tiru«?ats 
of the fertilizer aw distriljutt'a iuu»t 
thoroughly anil uniformly thnmghont 
the poctim of soil whej»the plant roots 
ore. The effwt of a ft-rti'izer is lost so 
far as it does not reach the plant roots. 
In order to distribute sc*il Qaautities 
cf ctinccntraicw fvrn*i^cr^ "Vf r a ^r-^s*- 
area, it is well to dilute by mixing wids 
some snch substance as dry earth, roaii 
dnst, sifted coal ashvs or sand. As be- 
tween applying fertilizers with the 
drill or by broadcasting, the best results 
are given sometimes by one and some- 
times by the other method according to 
the crop and special conditions. Labor 
is.sav<vl bv-nsing the drill, while the 
best ultimato results appear more often 
to come from broadcasting, plowing or

When concentrated lerliiizi-rs 
re to be distributed brojidcast, it is de- 
urable that they should be somewhat di- 
uted. 


Materials which are readily soluble 


an be ccattered. over the surface. After 
ie first fall of -rain they distribute 
lernselr es throughout the soil very com- 
letely and imiformly. 
Such materials 


ire nitrate of soda, sulphate of ammo- 
nia, solnbie phosphates and soluble -pot- 
ash salts. These materials are prefera- 


ly used in case of top dressing. 
Materials which are not readily solu- 
le are preferably well mixed through 
and beneath the soil. Thus, dried blood, 


one meal, fish sci-ap and similar mute 
ials are best placed at greater or less 
.epth beneath the soil, becanse under 
those conditions they become soluble 
more rapidly and are retained more 
-nrely by-the soiL 


Fertilizers which dissolve easily and 
rtuse through soil rapidly and which 


are not readily retained by the soil are 
«st applied onlywhen- the crop is ready 
;o utilize them. If put on too early, 
here is danger' of their being leached 
Tom the soil and carried more or less i 
>eyond the reach of the plant and thus 
.ost. Kitrates and, to a less extent, am- 
monia compounds come under this pre- 
caution. "Hence it is not wise prdinari- 
iy to apply gaano,: ammonia compounds 
or nitrate of soda in the fall, except in 
clima;tes which have a dry.f all and win- 
ter^ Their application should be defer- 
red until spring. In wet springs ammo- 
nia compounds are preferably applied 
rather than nitrate of soda, or, if nitrate 
of soda is nsed, loss may be avoided by 
making several small applications in- 
stead of one at the start Care should be 
taken, however, not to make applica- 
tions of "nitrate ;bf soda too late in the 
season, as the maturing, of the- crop will 
be retarded and there will be an excess- 
ive growth of stems and leaves. Fer- 
tilizers which do not dissolve ratdilyor 
which do not diffuse through the soil 
rapidly are better applied to the land 
before the crop commences its growth. 
To this class belong stable manure, 'bone- 
meal/ dried blood, tankage, cottonseed 
meal, ground'rock and, to some extent, 
soluble phosphates and potash com- 
pounds.

In applying highly concentrated com- 


mercial fertilizers it is wise to prevent 
the fertilizer coming in contact with 
the seeds or foliage/of plants. Fertili- 
zers containing ammonia compounds 
should not'be mixed with wood aSties, 
ime tor Thomas slag (odorless phos- 
jhate), since some of the ammonia is.

How to Cat Potato S«*d. 


Results at all the stations have been 


considered by J. F,.,J)nggar, who, ac- 
cording- to fanners' bulletin No. 80, 
concludes that liit is more important to 
cut the tuber into compact piece? of 
nearly uniform size than to so shape 
the pieces as to have a definite number 
of eyes on each set. No piece should be 
entirely devoid of eyes, and the major- 
ity of the s-ied pieces should be large 
enough to support ut least two eyes, 
nflu t>ettsr thTro or ES"~. 
From this 


same source it is also learned that the 
yield from planting the seed or bud end 
is larger than from the stem or butt end 
of tiifi tuber, the eyes on the seed end 
being first to germinate, and hence of 
especial importance when an early crop 
is desired. 


The total yield increases with every 


inorc-a.se in the size of seed pieces from 
the single eye- to the wiioie potato. This 
increase '.secure both in the large and in 
the email potatoes, but chiefly in the 
latter. The net yield of salable potatoes 
increases with, every increase in the size 
of . seed piece from one eye to the half 
potato. The half potato affords a larger 
net salable crop than the whole ptjtato, 
on account of the excessive amount of 
seed required in planting entire tubers. 
Results favored;,the use of halves aa 
seed pieces if seed potatoes and crops 
KK sssusisd. to he ef eejus! vslus per 
bushel, but when seed potatoes com- 
mand a very high price quarters may 
be used to udyantage.
